George Washington held three posi- 
tions which were very important to all 
people of his country. First, he served 
as the Commander-in-Chief of the first 
American Army, Second, he was president 
of the Constitutional Convention, And, 
third, he was the first President of 
the United States, 

In every way, Washington lived up to 
what his friend Henry Lee said about hin 
after his death, He was "First in War, 
First in Peace, and First in the Hearts 
of his countrymen,"
